Christopher  Tracey 

To  those  who  haven’t  met  him  personally,  Christopher  Tracey  is 
New  England  Rare  Coin  Galleries’  Executive  Vice-President  in  charge  of 
retail  sales.  To  his  fellow  numismatists,  he  is  a  reason  for  working  at 
New  England.  In  the  words  of  one  Account  Executive,  "I  joined  the 
Galleries  because  of  the  quality  coins  here,  and  because  of  Chris  Tracey. 
He’s  one  of  the  finest  people  I  know.” 

Chris's  earliest  coin  collecting  experiences  happened  so  long  ago 
that  not  even  he  can  remember  them.  ‘‘All  I  remember  is  that  I  spent 
every  penny  I  earned  mowing  grass  and  raking  lawns  on  rare  coins. 
When  I  met  Jim  Halperin  in  Jim's  Stamp  &  Coin  Shop  —  it  was  in  the  Fall 
of  1968,  I  think  —  I  had  more  coins  in  my  collection  than  he  had  in  his 
entire  store.”  Years  later,  James  Halperin’s  tiny  coin  shop  in  Wayland, 
Massachusetts,  would  evolve  into  New  England  Rare  Coin  Galleries. 

In  January  of  1969,  Chris  became  one  of  Jim  Halperin's  first 
employees.  ‘‘At  first,  I  worked  for  nothing  —  for  the  sheer  thrill  of  being 
around  coins  all  day.  A  year  later,  I  was  making  $100  a  week  —  which 
wasn’t  bad  for  a  high  school  kid  working  part-time  and  summers."  As 
Jim’s  firm  grew,  Chris  became  an  integral  part  of  it.  In  describing  that 
growth,  Chris's  eyes  sparkle  and  he  instantly  becomes  animated.  “It’s 
been  a  real  experience.  New  England  Rare  Coin  Galleries  is  a  success 
story,  without  question.  We  got  that  way  because  we  always  wanted 
everyone  to  be  100%  satisfied.  We  weren't  in  it  to  make  a  fast  buck  and 
pull  out.  We  were  building  something  to  last.  We  wanted  our  customers 
to  learn,  to  be  pleased  —  because  we  knew  that  that  would  create  a 
tremendous  following.  And  that’s  exactly  what  we’ve  got  today. 

Chris’s  enthusiasm  extends,  not  only  to  New  England,  but  to  the 
entire  rare  coin  market  as  well.  “It’s  exciting  because,  despite  all  the 
advances,  the  market  is  still  in  its  infancy.  About  $300  million  to  $500 
million  in  trading  goes  on  each  year  in  quality  rare  coins  —  while,  on  a 
good  day  the  stock  market  records  trading  of  $100  million.  So  collectors 
getting  into  rare  coins  now  are  lucky,  because  as  the  market  grows 
collectors  will  be  able  to  ask  more  and  more  for  their  collections

Market  Report 


At  the  shows 

The  rare  coin  m'arket  has  just  come  through  the  most  severe  test  of 
its  strength  in  history.  Despite  the  staggering  amount  of  choice  material 
offered  at  the  Metropolitan  Washington  Numismatic  Convention, 
Auction  79,  the  American  Numismatic  Association  Convention  and  the 
1979  American  Numismatic  Association  Auction,  prices  for  high-quality 
items  continued  to  increase  rapidly.  At  the  A.N.A.  Convention,  almost 
every  dealer  on  the  bourse  floor  seemed  particularly  anxious  to  buy.  New 
England  Rare  Coin  Galleries  alone  did  over  $1,000,000  in  dealer-to-dealer 
sales.  Trading  emphasis,  as  always,  was  on  gem-quality  coinage.  Copper 
type  coins  remained  quiet,  but  nickel,  silver,  and  gold  type  coins  were  in 
especially  high  demand.  Prices  realized  at  the  A.N.A.  Auction  topped 
$4,100,000  —  the  largest  dollar  amount  ever  brought  in  at  auction  by  a 
single  numismatic  auction  company.  (For  some  examples  of  prices 
realized  at  the  1979  A.N.A.  Auction,  see  our  special  3-page  fold-out 
section  elsewhere  in  this  issue.) 

Gold 

Gold  bullion  suffered  a  dramatic  $20  drop  in  price  this  month  —  and 
I  the  demand  for  common-date  circulated  $20  U.S.  gold  dropped  along 
with  it.  The  demand  for  rare  gold,  however,  increased.  In  particular,  the 
market  for  expensive  U.S.  gold  rarities  is  now  in  its  healthiest  shape 
since  1974.  Several  gold  coins  in  the  $30,000  to  $250,000  range  -  such 
as  1856-0,  1870-CC  and  1927-D  Double  Eagles  —  traded  hands  this 
month.  Type  Three  Gold  Dollars  in  gem  condition  dated  1880  to  1889, 
which  used  to  retail  in  the  $3,000  to  $4,000  range,  were  trading  recently 
for  $5,000  or  more.  Superb  common-date  Indian  Head  Half  Eagles  are 
also  currently  trading  at  between  $4,000  and  $5,000. 

Silver 

Any  gem-quality  silver  type  coin  priced  at  50%  over  “current  bid” 
price  was  instantly  snapped  up  by  buyers  at  the  A.N.A.  Convention.  Most 
gem  silver  type  coins  were  going  for  50%  over  bid.  Demand  for  gem  and 
proof  Seated  Liberty  and  Barber  type  coins  was  especially  intense.  Proof 
Morgan  Dollars  in  superb  condition  were  also  strong,  with  dealer  trading 
frequently  occurring  in  the  $4,000  to  $5,000  range.  Other  items  in  the 
Morgan  series  are  also  enjoying  strong  demand  although  occasional 
overgrading  has  hampered  some  dealer-to-dealer  transactions.  In  the 
Peace  Dollar  series,  buyers  are  paying  greater  and  greater  attention  to 
strike.  This  is  because  most  usual-strike  Peace  Dollars  are  easy  to  locate, 
but  fully  struck  specimens  remain  elusive. 

Other  news 

Current  demand  for  high-quality  Proof  and  Mint  State  Shield  Nickels 
is  extremely  strong.  Scarcer-date  Shield  Nickels  in  particular  are  starting 


to  demand  the  premiums  they  have  so  long  deserved.  For  example, 
certain  scarcer-dates  before  1877  are  now  bringing  $100  over  the  prices 
of  the  more  plentiful  1882’s  and  1883’s.  Gem  examples  of  1885  Shield 
Nickels,  traditionally  considered  the  “barometers"  for  the  entire  series, 
are  now  practically  non-existent  at  less  than  $1,000. 

Buffalo  Nickels  have  also  proven  strong  this  month.  However,  like 
Peace  Dollars,  more  attention  is  being  paid  to  strike,  and  fully-struck 
specimens  are  commanding  substantial  premiums.

The  figures  above  were  derived  by  tracing  the  price 
movements  of  a  balanced,  representative  sample  of  U.S. 
rare  coins  —  including  144  major  type  and  better  date  coins 
—  in  MS-65  or  Proof -65  condition  for  the  period  of  one 
month.  The  Numismatic  Price  Index  is  compiled  by  and 
1979  by  Jay  C.  Miller. 
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On  July  29  through  August  2,  1979’s  edition  of  the  numismatic  world’s  most  famous  annual 
event,  the  American  Numismatic  Association  Convention,  was  held  at  the  St.  Louis 
Convention  Center  in  St.  Louis,  Missouri.  The  air  was  alive  with  excitement  as  several 
thousand  collectors  and  dealers  bought,  traded  and  talked  rare  coins. 

During  the  daylight  hours,  the  A.N.A.  bourse  floor  was  jammed  with  over  300  tables.  Long-time 
collectors  renewed  old  acquaintances  and  met  new  ones.  Many  exceedingly  rare  numismatic 
specimens,  like  New  England’s  1866  No  Motto  Silver  Dollar,  stood  on  display  for  all  to  see. 
And  hourly  drawings  were  held,  with  the  winners  receiving  free  1979  A.N.A.  Auction  posters. 

In  the  evenings,  New  England  Rare  Coin  Auctions  conducted  four  thrilling  sessions  of  the 
1979  A.N.A.  Auction,  realizing  over  $4,150,000  for  A.N.A.  consignors  —  the  largest  dollar 
volume  ever  realized  at  a  rare  coin  auction  by  a  single  auction  company.  Among  the  coins 
sold:  an  1832  Bust  Half  Dime  in  MS-67  for  $1,850;  an  1807  Early  Ouarter  in  MS-65  for  $17,000;  an 
1848  CAL.  Quarter  Eagle  in  MS-65  for  $42,000;  an  1863  $3  Liberty  Gold  Piece  in  MS-67  for 
$24,000;  and  a  1920-S  St.  Gaudens  Double  Eagle  in  MS-63  for  $27,000.  Many  new  price  records 
were  set  at  the  auction  and  many  scarce  numismatic  gems  that  may  never  be  publicly  offered 
again  traded  hands. 

For  all  of  our  customers  who  attended  the  1979  A.N.A.  and  wished  it  had  never  ended  —  and 
for  all  of  you  who  were  unable  to  attend  —  New  England  Rare  Coin  Galleries  presents  this 
brief  glance  back  at  a  most  memorable  event.

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On  July  29  through  August  2,  1979’s  edition  of  the  numismatic  world’s  most  famous  annual 
event,  the  American  Numismatic  Association  Convention,  was  held  at  the  St.  Louis 
Convention  Center  in  St.  Louis,  Missouri.  The  air  was  alive  with  excitement  as  several 
thousand  collectors  and  dealers  bought,  traded  and  talked  rare  coins. 

During  the  daylight  hours,  the  A.N.A.  bourse  floor  was  jammed  with  over  300  tables.  Long-time 
collectors  renewed  old  acquaintances  and  met  new  ones.  Many  exceedingly  rare  numismatic 
specimens,  like  New  England’s  1866  No  Motto  Silver  Dollar,  stood  on  display  for  all  to  see. 
And  hourly  drawings  were  held,  with  the  winners  receiving  free  1979  A.N.A.  Auction  posters. 

In  the  evenings,  New  England  Rare  Coin  Auctions  conducted  four  thrilling  sessions  of  the 
1979  A.N.A.  Auction,  realizing  over  $4,150,000  for  A.N.A.  consignors  —  the  largest  dollar 
volume  ever  realized  at  a  rare  coin  auction  by  a  single  auction  company.  Among  the  coins 
sold:  an  1832  Bust  Half  Dime  in  MS-67  for  $1,850;  an  1807  Early  Quarter  in  MS-65  for$17,000;  an 
1848  CAL.  Guarter  Eagle  in  MS-65  for  $42,000;  an  1863  $3  Liberty  Gold  Piece  in  MS-67  for 
$24,000;  and  a  1920-S  St.  Gaudens  Double  Eagle  in  MS-63  for  $27,000.  Many  new  price  records 
were  set  at  the  auction  and  many  scarce  numismatic  gems  that  may  never  be  publicly  offered 
again  traded  hands. 

For  all  of  our  customers  who  attended  the  1979  A.N.A.  and  wished  it  had  never  ended  —  and 
for  all  of  you  who  were  unable  to  attend  —  New  England  Rare  Coin  Galleries  presents  this 
brief  glance  back  at  a  most  memorable  event.
